— A tele- 
phone special to tho Dospatch last niedit 
from Johnstown, N. V., says a terrible 
freshot visited that place between six 
and seven o'clock last evening. At that 
lime the exact loss of life and property 
was not known, hut it is estimated that 
more than 50 people were swallowed up 
i,t tho water, and that many buildings 
were wrecked anil several totally de- 
stroyed. It began to storm early yes- 
terday morning and kept up a steady 
downpour all day, Cayudottu oreck, 
which had been fearfully swol- 
len from the recent rains, became 
with this additional water a rag- 
ing torrent and rushed through the 
lower .section of the town. Johnstown 
contains about S.tXM) inhabitants, and 
among its industries are several large 
glove mills. Three large dams block 
the .stream at intervals, and to these 
bodies of water* in clue the distressing 
accident. When the first dam gave 
way it was a source of curiosity to the 
people, and to this fact is laid the loss 
of life. About 6fty people gathered on 
the bridge to witness the rushing tor- 
rents, when suddenly the structure be- 
came loosened and sank into the seeth- 
ing waters, currying its human freight 
with n. 

THK wreck OI- STBUnOUSO HUMANITY 
All soon reached the lower dam, and 
it also joiued in tho mad race. Con- 
sternation filled the town. Three big 
mills near the dams were totally de- 
stroyed. A number of houses along 
the hank of the river were wrecked and 
several swept away, It is believe. I that 
some of lliein were occupied. What 
made the accident still mere appalling 
was the fact that Johnstown was loft in 
darkness, the electric light plant being 
drowned out. Luckily, the dams are 
located below the town, or the Hood 
would have done greater damage and 
entailed a fearful loss of life. Miss 
Mamie McXamara, operator at the Long 
Distance telephone otlioe at .Johnstown, 
stated to the Despatch that men had been 
detailed to search for the bodies of the 
drowned. I.ut at midnightiione had been 
recovered. About S p. m. ilasl night, 
the rain which had been falling dices 
sanity, ceased for « lime, ami then be 
gan again falling in torrents, making il 
still more difficull for the searchers to 
do their work. The value of the pro 
perty lost reaches into hundreds of 
thousands ol dollars.

the United States they are acting in ac 
cot-dunce with the principles mid thi 
policy of their party. The Conservative: 
of the iVominion have ..ever bocu oppos 
ed to such a measure of reciprocity, 1 h 
the contr ry, there has bocu an offer oi 
reciprocity open to the Government ol 
tho United .State.-, for many yours on the 
statute hook of the Dominion, which in- 
cluded the natural products of the pro- 
vince as well as the food products, 
which it now imports at so groat a dis- 
advantage. If our contemporary studies 
that offer a little it will sco that 
there is nothing in the report of 
the Board of Trade really opposed to 
the settled policy of the present 

Government. We are not dispos- 
ed to attach much importance to 
this fact, for we think that the Board 
of Trad.' would advocate what was in 

their opinion best f ir the piovince- 
whether it happened to lie in accordance 
with the policy of the Government or 
•not; hut it shows that tho charge of in- 
consistency which tin. Times prefers 
against some of its members is altoge- 
ther groundless, 

The objection to tho duty on h 



protective duty on canned sal- 
mon would do little or nothing 
towards helping the packers who 
have to look abroad for a market. It 
does appear singular to see the free 
trade organ of this province becoming 
more protectionist than the most zealous 
of the protectionists, just for the sake 
of having a slap at the Board of Trade. 
It here displays a lamentable want of 
principle, Such inconsistency will not 
raise it in the esteem of the thinking 
men of the community. There was 
nothing inconsistent in tho body whoBO 
duty it is to watch over the industries 
of tho province protesting against plac- 
ing a high duty on lead, which the 
packers use extensively, but it is fac- 
tious to the last degree in the advocate 
of free, trade reproaching the Conserva- 
tives on tho Board of Trade for oppos- 
ing the Imposition of a protectionist thi 
duty of very questionable utility, vvhi.-h 
would have hud an undoubtedly injuri- 
ous effect on one of the principal indus- 
tries of the province. 

The member* of tho Board of Trade 
who support the present Government 
cannot bo fairly accused of inconsistency 
in opposing that duty. Nothing is 
more common than for staunch support- 
era of the Government to send deputa- 
tions to Ottawa to oppose alterations 
in tho tariff the object of whi. h is to re- 
vive some languishing or to encourage 
some infant industry. Tf the Govern- 
ment grunted all requests for pro- 
tective duties and turned u deaf 
ear to the protests of their sup- 
porters against the imposition of those 
duties the tariff would to-day be a fiscal 
curiosity. The number of those seek- 
ing more protection is legion, but hap- 
pily their pertinacity is checked by the 
opposition of others having ecpia! 
.•laima ou tho Government, whom the 
duties asked for would injure. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that all who op- 
pose u proposed protective duty are 
free traders. Such a duty is often op- 
posed because those who object to it are 
intelligently protectionist. 

The course which the organ oi the 
Opposition ia pursuing with regard to 
the Board of Trade report is oven more 
ridiculous than that which it is follow- 
ing with respect to the Laud Exchange. 
In the former it is balancing itself on 
the fence, while in tho hitter it in try- 
ing to appear on both sides of it at once.
